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Sadat's Arab 
Foes Open Talks 


TRIPOLI, Libya (AP) — President 
Anwar Sadat’s Arab foes opened their 
“ rejectionist” sum m it today and 
Libya pressed for an economic and 
diplomatic boycott of Egypt. 


Reliable Palestinian sources said the 
boycott would retaliate for Sadat’s 
peace overture to Israel and underline 
that the rest of the Arab world was 
against it. 


Col. Moammar Khadafy, the Libyan 
strongman, also is proposing that the 
other Arab states follow his lead in 
cutting diplom atic relations with 
Egypt, the sources said. 
Syrian 
President Hafez 
Assad’s 
position 
on the 
proposals 
was 
unknown, but Iraq and the Palestinian 
delegation are agreed to them, the 
informants said. 
Egypt, although in poor economic 


health, is not likely to be hurt much if 
the nations meeting here boycott it. It 
depends on Saudi Arabia and other 
conservative Persian Gulf oil states 
for subsidies that help keep its 
economy afloat and pay for its military 
forces. They declined to attend the 
Tripoli meetings and are unlikely to 
join any boycott. 
Assad on his arrival Thursday made 
no direct mention of Sadat or his peace 
maneuvers with Israel. 
“It is natural,” he said, “that when a 
nation faces danger, the faithful sons 
call to meet and work to prevent the 
catastrophe.” 
Observers said Assad’s avoidance of 
a condemnation of Sadat, his major 
ally in the 1973 Arab-Israeli War, in­ 
dicated that while at odds with the 
Egyptian leader, he was unlikely to 
ut?rpe to stem moves to isolate him. 


The reason for this was apparent. 
Sadat is the only Arab leader that can 
help Assad get back the Golan Heights, 
the Syrian territory occupied by Israel 
since the 1967 war. Hie others talk a 
lot, but their military threat to Israel is 
negligible or nonexistent. 


The meeting, called by Libya’s fiery 
strongman. Col. Moammar Khadafy, 
also drew Algerian President Houari 
Boumedienne, Palestinian leaders 
Yasir Arafat and George Habash, 
Iraq’s foreign minister and a member 
of its ruling Revolutionary Command 
Council, and a delegation from South 
Yemen. 


Boumedienne also abstained from 
any anti-Sadat statement, and his 
foreign minister, Abdelaziz Bouteflika, 
said Algeria had “several general 
ideas” that needed to be discussed.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Any 
“cash flow” problems experienced by 
Columbus & Southern Ohio Electric 
Co. stem from poor management and 
inefficient operation rather than 
inadequate customer Tates, a Public 
Utilities Commission of Ohio report 
says. 
And the 143-page staff investigation 
report recom m ends that C&SOE 
receive only $3.4 million of a $45.5 
million rate increase pending before 
the commission. 
The electric utility could lower its 
rates by $714,000 and still realize a 9.7 
percent rate of return, the report says. 
Columbus & Southern was earning a 
14.5 percent rate of return as of 
October, which is what the utility had 
requested, the report says. 
The report recommends that C&SOE 
scale down its construction program, 
initiate time-of-day pricing and reduce 
the amount of money committed to 
stockholder dividends. 
“ The staff believes that these 
measures, coupled with our recom­ 
mended rate of return and effective 
m anagem ent efforts to increase 
productivity and provide intelligent 
price signals (to customers), will 
enable the applicant (C&SOE) to 
realize returns sufficient to insure 
adequate service at reasonable costs,” 
the report says. 
C&SOE, which serves Columbus and 
central Ohio, is seeking its fourth rate 
increase in as many years. 
The requested $45 million rate in­ 
crease would translate into about a IO 
percent increase in electric costs for 
the average residential customer, 
utility officials said.

Although the main purpose of the 
legislation, passed in different form by 
the House and Senate, was to end 
Social Security deficits, each chamber 
also approved changes in the system. 
Several of these added to the costs, and 
therefore to the extra taxes needed. 
Carter wrote the conferees that the 
extra benefits voted could cost from $7 
billion to $10 billion by 1983, while 
unrelated Senate additions could run 
up the bill by $1 billion to $2 billion 
more. 
He said the increases are well in­ 
tentioned, “but we cannot afford them 
at the present time.” 
He 
expressed 
concern 
about 
provisions “which would unwisely add 
to the tax burden borne by all workers 
and employers, in order to increase 
benefits for a relative few.” 
Carter did not go into detail. But the 
more expensive items in the House and 
Senate bills were easy to identify. 
A major one is an easing of the limit 
on the amount retired persons may 
earn without having Social Security 
benefits reduced. The present limit is 
$3,000. 
The House bill would raise it by 
stages to $5,500, Eliminating it entirely 
in 1982 for those 65 and older. The 
estimated 1983 cost is $3.99 billion. 
The Senate version would increase 
the limit to $6,000 in 1979, with 
automatic increases thereafter, and 
lift it entirely in 1982 for those 70 or 
older. The estimated 1983 cost is $3.17 
billion. 
A compromise is expected. The 
House already has indicated it may not 
insist on its more expensive version. 
Provisions in the Senate bill that 
would give the blind more favorable 
treatment than other disabled persons 
carry a 1983 price tag of $1.14 billion. 
A House provision that would allow 
widows and widowers to continue after 
remarriage to receive benefits based 
on a deceased spouse's earnings was 
estimated to cost $1.65 billion 
Various other sections of each bill 
would involve smaller additional costs. 
The non-Social Security provisions in 
the Senate bill to 
which Carter 
referred include a tax credit up to $250 
a*year for higher educational expenses 
and a section specifying that increased 
Social Security benefits not be used to 
reduce veterans’ pensions. 
While the conference probably will 
scale down some of the additional cost 
items, it appeared unlikely it would 
achieve major reductions in the tax 
- increases.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The nation’s 
unemployment rate edged down from 7 
percent to 6.9 percent in November, 
still within the narrow range in which 
it has fluctuated since April, the 
government reported today. 


But the number of Americans with 
jobs increased by nearly one million 
last month, the largest monthly rise 
since April 1960, when it increased by 
1.3 million. 


The Labor Department said total 
employment rose by 950,000 to 92.2 
million 
in 
November 
and 
the 
proportion of the population with jobs 
rose to an alltime high of 57.8 percent. 
Despite the sharp increase in em­ 
ployment, the number of jobless 
persons showed little change over the 
month. In November, 6.98 million 
Americans were unable to find jobs, 
about 5,0,000 fewer than in October. 
It would seem that a large increase 
in employment would be accompanied 
by a sharp drop in unemployment. But 
last month, the labor force also grew in 
an unsually sharp pace, increasing by 
900,000 to a total of 99 million, the 
government said. 
“The one-month change in em­ 
ployment may be vastly overstated, 
apparently reflecting growth that we 
had seen earlier in the year,” said a 
I .abor Department analyst. 
The analyst said the sharp increase 
also could be due in part to earlier- 
than-usual hiring of temporary store 
employes for the holiday shopping 
season.

showed that non-farm payroll em­ 
ployment rose by 310,000 in November 
to 83.2 million. 
While the jobless rate for adult 
women rose from 6.8 to 7.1 percent last 
month, the rate for teen-agers declined 
slightly from 17.3 to 17.1 percent and 
the rate for adult men dropped from 
5.3 to 4.9 percent. 
Joblessness among whites declined 
from 6.1 to 6 percent, while the 
unemployment rate for blacks edged 
down from 13.9 to 
13.8 percent. 
Compared with a year earlier, the rate 
for whites has declined by more than a 
percentage point while the rate for 
blacks has shown no improvement, the 
government said.

But earlier this week, the govern­ 
ment’s index of leading economic 
indicators, which is designed to help 
predict economic movements several 
months in the future, rose 0.7 percent 
in October. It was the fourth con­ 
secutive monthly increase. 
Taken together, the recent per­ 
formance of the index .suggests that 
the economy probably will continue 
expanding for at least the next three or 
four months. 
Contributing most to the rise in the 
October index was an increase in the 
money supply adjusted for inflation 
There also were favorable im ­ 
provements in the average work week 
and the job layoff rate, which showed 
that manufacturers are increasing 
work time to meet production needs 
and cutting down on layoffs.

Coal Contract Talks

The sources said that industry was 
reluctant at first to agree to terms, at 
least in part because of a willingness to 
accept a strike of at least one month. 
Coal’s biggest customers have laid in 
large stockpiles of coal against the 
possibility of a work stoppage.

Transplant 
Scheduled 
MINNEAPOLIS (AP) - Eleven- 
year-old Kevin Boyd of Cambridge, 
Ohio, will undergo a bone marrow 
transplant at University of Minnesota 
Hospitals in about IO days, hospital 
officials say. 
The youth, suffering from aplastic 
anemia, was hospitalized Nov. 20 and 
has been under treatment for an in­ 
fection. 
“His condition has now stabilized 
and we plan to do the transplant within 
the next IO days or so,” a hospital 
spokesman said. 
The disease Kevin suffers from 
destroys the blood-making function of 
bone marrow. In a bone marrow 
transplant, healthy marrow from a 
donor is transplanted into the body of 
the patient. 
Kevin’s trip to Minneapolis was 
made possible by donations sent by 
private individuals after his illness 
was publicized. 
The Ohio Bureau of Crippled 
Children’s Services will pay for the 
operation, expected to cost about 
$50,000, and the lengthy hospital stay it 
requires. 
Kevin, the son of Mr. and Mrs. Jack 
R. Boyd, was under the care of doctors 
at Children’s Hospital in Columbus, 
Ohio, since it was discovered he had 
the illness in mid-November. But 
medical officials there agreed that he 
could get the best treatment in Min­ 
neapolis.

“ Even Big Guys Cry,” Karras tells 
about his life as a professional football 
player.

WASHINGTON (A P) - CBers 
across the country are responding 
favorably to proposed new CB 
regulations written in simple English. 
“ It is refreshing to see the 
regulations written in plain, common 
language,” wrote an Oklahoma City 
CBer. 
“ This is a much appreciated effort 
on the part of a government agency to 
help instead of hinder the public,” 
commented another from Stratford, 
Conn. “ A-plus for the effort.” 
And from Walnut Creek, Calif.: “ I 
think the FCC 
(Federal 
Com­ 
munications Commission) is really 
trying to improve the CB situation and 
this is a good start. Thanks.” 
The FCC, which regulates the CB 
service, published the proposed rules 
last summer in the Federal Register. 
Gone 
are 
the 
“ therefores,” 
“thereofs,” “ theretos,” and “ not- 
withstandings;” the semicolons and 
wordy, 
difficult-to-understand 
paragraphs normally associated with 
government legalese. 
In their place appears short, 
fam iliar words. The personal “ I-you- 
we” form often is used and, where 
necessary to improve understanding, a 
question-and-answer format. Charts 
help explain longer rules. 
Current rules say, for examp or 
attached, by coadio frequency power 
amplifier shall be used or attached, by 
connection, coupling arrangement or 
in any other way at any station.” 
The new regulation says: “ You must 
not use or attach in any way a linear or 
external radio frequency (R F) power 
amplifier at any CB station.” 
Printed with the new rules was a 
questionnaire entitled: 
“ The FCC 
Wants To Know What YOU Think 
About The Proposed New CB Rules.” 
“ The response was just about IOO 


percent favorable,” says Erika 
Ziebarth who, with FCC co-worker 
Greg Jones, wrote the proposed rules. 
Jones says they got about 450 
responses, most from ordinary CBers. 
But responses also came from 
government agencies, CB and con­ 
sumer organizations and members of 
Congress. 
“ Yours may be the first real ‘plain 
English’ regulations ever to be printed 
in the Federal Register,” its director, 
Fred J. Emery, told the authors. 
“ I believe the proposed ‘plain 
English’ CB rules will be found to be 
more readable...than the existing 
rules,” 
replied 
the 
consumer 
representative of the Internal Revenue 
Service. “ I am going to share this 
example with the IRS regulation 
writers, so that they may see what can 
be done.” 
And from a Consumer Product 
Safety Commission official: “ I cir­ 
culated (a copy of the proposed rules) 
to the program managers and lawyers

A year from now the im­ 
portant congressional and 
state elections will be history. 
A year after that, the 1980 
census will get underway. 
These two events are not as 
unrelated as they might ap­ 
pear. 
The decennial population 
census 
is 
important 
to 
members of Congress, in 
particular, 
because 
the 
number of congressmen a 
state sends to Washington is 
determined by its relative 
population standing among the 
states. The 1980 census un­ 
doubtedly will find some states 
losing seats in the House of 
Representatives and others 


gaining them. 
That is why the 1978 elec­ 
tions are seen as particularly 
important by leaders of both 
major parties. A number of 
governors will be chosen next 
year, as well as members of 
state legislatures. 
Whoever 
controls the state machinery, 
so the argument goes, has a 
leg up on deciding how 
legislative and congressional 
districts will be carved. 
In 1964, the Supreme Court 
rendered its famous one-man, 
one-vote decision. But it said 
nothing about how boundaries 
are to be determined, except 
that the number of voters 
residing in each must be more 


or less equal. 
Reapportionment can be a

That is why 1978 looms as a 
contest for control of the 
district slicing process. 


Lincoln's Last Friend 


Ideate looked like a sandy-haired 
boy. He was 23, a face with a faint 
mustache and sideburns. The title was 
imposing: Capt. Charles A. Leale, 
assistant surgeon at the U.S. Army 
General Hospital. 
His hero was Abraham Lincoln. He 
cared nothing for theater; even less for 
humor. The captain bought a single 
ticket to see “Our American Cousin” 
at Ford’s Theater for the night of April 
14th, 1865. From the far left of the 
balcony he could see his president in a 
box on the right. 
Leale ignored the laughter, the puns 
and a comedian who lisped. He wanted 
his eyes to engrave the portrait of his 
hero so that, in the long years ahead, 
he would remember. The faces in the 
audience were contorted with laughter 
when Dr. Leale heard a loud cough. 
Smoke lifted in the presidential box. 
A woman screamed. A young man 
leaped to the stage and fled. Somebody 
called for a doctor. Charles Leale 
responded. He called soldiers. They 
lifted Lincoln from a rocker and placed 
himjon the floor. ‘‘Remove his coat and 
cut his shirt and undershirt,” the 
captain ordered. 
He felt no pulse. Leale straddled the 
president and gave him the kiss of 
mercy, breathing in and out for his 
hero. He probed the chest, the neck, 
the matted hair. In the back, he lifted a 
penny-sized clot free and Lincoln 
began to snore. Mrs. Lincoln wrung 
her hands. ‘‘Can he recover?” 
The theater patrons had become a 
mob. Some fought to leave. Others 
swung fists and tried to get to the 
presidential box. Laura Keene, star of 
the play, tiptoed into the box. She sat 
on the floor with Lincoln’s head in her 
lap. 
Leale sent two fingers far down 
Lincoln’s throat. He lifted the mucus 
clear. Breathing improved. Two 
doctors came in. They whispered to the 
young captain. ‘‘His wound is mortal,” 
the captain said. “It is impossible for 
him to recover.” 
Looking down, the doctor became a 
boy again. He saw the pale skin; the 
homely warty features; the thick 
disorderly black hair. He felt a deep 
sorrow. Then he became professional. 
“Remove him to safety,” he snapped. 
Someone suggested the White House. 
“He would die before we reached 
there,” he said. 
Older, senior army doctors were on 
the scene. The junior captain ordered 
them to lift his patient and take the 
body out backward. Soldiers carried 
feet and head. The captain shuffled at 
the head of the solemn procession. The 
moon was out. 
It silvered the 
frightened faces on Tenth Street. 
In fury, a major drew his sword and

roard, “Out of the way, you sons of 
bitches?” The party got to Petersen 
House, across the street, and Lincoln 
was placed diagonally in a bed too 
small. Leale sat next to the wall, 
removing clots every two minutes. 
Statesmen hurried into the room, 
asked questions, and were told that the 
president would lose this fight. 
Dr. Leale ordered porous plasters to 
be applied to the front of Lincoln’s 
body from collar bones to ankles. He 
sought to preserve body heat when it 
was pointless to do so. At midnight, 
Surgeon General Joseph K. Barnes 
arrived and took charge of the case. 
He frowned at Leale, but the young 
man remained at his post, gently 
squeezing Lincoln’s hand. Cabinet 
members jammed the little bedroom 
and wondered why the young captain 
was permitted to stay. 
A great clock in the hall ticked 
slowly. Fresh kerosene lamps were 
brought to the bedroom. The night took 


its interminable time moving toward a 
gray dawn. Secretary of War Edwin 
Stanton, imperious and unforgiving, 
stood in the living room interrogating 
witnesses and ordering some to be 
arrested. 
The president saw nothing; heard 
nothing. 
Mrs. 
Lincoln 
became 
hysterical. She was escorted from the 
bedroom. The early light sneaked 
through the windows and tried to 
overcome the lamps. Leale refused to 
release his hero’s hand. All night he 
stroked it gently, and squeezed a little. 
At 7:22 a.m. the president of the 
United States heaved a big sigh. The 
surgeon general closed the lids and 
placed two silver dollars on them. 
Leale stood. He said a silent prayer. 
Later, he was asked why he had held 
that hand all night long. “Sometimes,” 
he said, “recognition and reason 
return just before departure. I held his 
hand firmly to let him know, in his 
blindness, that he had a friend.” ...

Washington has its cocktail parties, 
New York its threemartini lunches, 
but in smalltown America it is at the 
morning coffee session that the 
moving and shaking is done. 
Across the land, doctors, lawyers 
and merchant chiefs leave their offices 
at an appointed hour, gather at an 
appointed place, listen to the latest 
gossip and the latest jokes, rehash the 
latest athletic events and businesss 
deals and discuss the ones upcoming, 
and return to their daily toil reassured 
that stability still reigns in their town 
and, if not, at least they are in the 
knbw. 
“We’re going to get a new principal 
soon,” a teacher at the Harrison High 
School confided. “The selection will be 
influenced, if not actually made, at the 
back table at the Snack Shack.” 
In Harrison, the appointed place is 
the Snack Shack — IO is the appointed 
hour. 
It is not the only coffee spot in town, 
of course. City and federal employees 
tend to gather at the Holiday Inn, 
retailers and advertising folk at the 
Calico Kitchen in the mall, another 
group at the Ramada, another at the 
bus station. 
But the oldest established per­ 
manent floating coffee group in 
Harrison, and the most prestigious, is 
the one at the Snack Shack. 
“We’ve been meeting every morning 
since the mid-’50s, since coffee was a 
nickle,” said Jim Tilley, a banker.

“Same people. The Snack Shack is the 
third place we’ve met. We’ve outlasted 
the first two, they’re both long gone. 
“We’re just old friends who like to 
visit and insult one another and tell tall 
tales. It’s a social thing.” 
Yes, but take a look at who the 
socializers are. 
Regulars include members of the 
school board, the local Civil Service 
Commission, the president (rf the 
Community College, the editor of the 
paper, the head of the Parks Com­ 
mission, the executive vice president 
of the Chamber (rf Commerce, the 
mayor on occasion, the congressman 
when he’s in town, the district at­ 
torney, the stock broker, the fire chief, 
and, if the high school team won its 
most recent game, the coach. 
“Power structure?” Bevan Dunlap 
laughed. “No, liars’ club is more like 
it. 
“In fact,” said Dunlap, who is the 
Chamber of Commerce executive and' 
resident wit, “if b.s. were music, this 
group would be the Norman Luboff 
Choir.” 
They are, indeed, a relaxed group, 
and the Snack Shack is a relaxed place 
for any group to gather, or any choir. 
It is a block off the courthouse 
square, a linoleum and formica haven 
presided over by Irene Starkey, who 
calls everybody honey. She charges 30 
cents for coffee, refills free, as many 
as you want, and always has a fresh 
batch ready at IO. 
Vietnam Bonus 
Deadline Dec. 31 
COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Ohio 
veterans eligible for the state’s 
Vietnam era bonus were urged today 
to apply before the deadline expires 
Dec. 31. 
Randall W. Sweeney, director of the 
bonus commission, told a news con­ 
ference that an estimated 128,000 
eligible veterans have not yet 
requested the $500 cash bonus or the 
$1,000 in educational benefits which 
are available as an alternative to cash. 
He said he believes many may not 
have applied because they currently 
live out of state and are not aware of 
the program, and that others may 
think they must have had service in 
Vietnam to qualify. 
“This 
is 
not 
correct. 
The 
requirement is service by men or 
women in the armed forces during the 
Vietnam era,” Sweeney said. The state 
bonus law defines the Vietnam era as 
being from Aug. 5,1964 to July 1,1973. 
Since the commission went into 
operation in January 1974, it has paid 
claims of 372,000 veterans who 
received $145 million in cash and 
educational benefits.

There is one epidemic that spreads 
across the United States and Europe 
with yearly regularity. Unfortunately, 
there is no vaccine to protect the 
victims of the unique epidemic of 
broken ankles, broken legs and broken 
arms that occurs during the ski 
season. 
On second thought, perhaps the 
“vaccine” is really available; it is 
known as “prevention.” For most ski 
injuries can be avoided with some 
sensible precautions. 
At this time, when thousands of 
skiers rush to the slopes after a lay off 
of almost a year, some carefully 
thought out guidelines must be 
established if the enormous accident 
rate is to be reduced. 
Fractures take a long time to heal. 
Besides being expensive and in­ 
capacitating they can wipe out a whole 
winter 
of 
enjoyment 
of 
this 
exhilarating sport. 
It is unreasonable to expect that the 
ligaments, muscles and joints that 
have been inactive for such a long time 
should be strong and in perfect shape 
as soon as the powdery snow falls on 
the hills. In anticipation of a season of 
skiing, well-regulated {daily exercise is 
most important. Conditioning in gyms 
and on dry run slopes can reduce the 
hazards of skiing. 
Skiing equipment, shoes and binding 
must be carefully inspected before the 
season begins. 
Know your limitations. This is a good 
guiding principle. Excellent skiers 
rarely take chances by overextending 
their capabilities. Novices must slowly 
advance from one type of slope to 
another, and only after they are 
capable of handling additional curves

and speed. 
The rules of courtesy 
everyone. Horseplay can 
courage accidents. 
No matter how well-conditioned one 
seems to be, it is unwise to try to 
squeeze in extra hours of skiing when 
fatigue has already set in. Reflexes are 
slowed down with fatigue, and the 
accident rate rises. 
When an ankle, wrist or shoulder 
injury occurs don’t try to “work them 
out,” to save a weekend. The weekend 
may be saved, but the winter can be 
ruined.

Carter Nephew 
Recalls Past 
Christmases 


SOLEDAD, Calif. (AP) - President 
Carter’s nephew, serving a 10-year-to- 
life sentence for two robberies last 
year, has thought about his uncle’s 
election victory and wondered “what I 
was doing back in prison for robbing 
bars.” 
Convicted robber William Carter 
Spann, 30, wrote a letter to the San 
Rafael IndependentJoumal after the 
paper requested that readers share 
their recollections of Christmases 
past. His letter appeared Wednesday 
on the paper’s front page. 
A guitar he got for Christmas years 
ago was broken accidentially, and 
Spann fondly recalls how his grand­ 
mother, “Miz Lillian,” offered to have 
it fixed. • 
Spann wrote from his cell at Soledad 
Prison: “One of the most remembered 
Christmases I’ve had is the one I got a 
guitar from Santa. I’d wanted it for 
months, and I was overjoyed to finally 
have it.” 
But, Spann wrote, he cried when his 
mother, Carter’s sister Gloria, ac­ 
cidentially tripped over the guitar and 
broke it. “After they got me calmed 
down,” Spann wrote, “we left for 
Christinas breakfast at my grand­ 
mother’s house ... 
“Once she heard what had hap­ 
pened,” the letter said, “she promised 
to have the guitar repaired for me, my 
special Christmas present from her. 
“The relief I felt was what made that 
the most remembered and happiest 
Christmas I’ve ever known.” 
Spann also recalled his uncle’s 
presidential victory, and “once again I 
was wondering whist I was doing back 
in prison for robbing bars.” 
Spann was previously imprisoned at 
Chino, also for robbery. 
“Of all things a nephew of the 
president of the United States could do 
wrong, robbery definitely shouldn’t be 
one of those things,” Spann wrote. 
Spann said he heard that the 
Salvation Army was planning to hand 
out bags of peanuts to the Soledad 
inmates this Christmas. Referring to 
the CarteMamily’s peanut business in 
Plains, Ga., Spann added: 
“You can imagine what that 
reminded me of.”

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Ohio’s 
“new look” Republican Party opened 
its doors to reporters this week and 
had, of all things, a public debate. 
State Chairman Earl T. Barnes 
didn’t say if future meetings of the 
GOP state committee would also be 
open, but he said he thought “it was a 
good thing. I think it went well.” 
Actually, a portion of the meeting 
was still closed — the first 30 minutes 
or so — but Barnes said reporters 
missed nothing except the approval of 
“some financial reports” which the 
party didn’t want publicized. 
Political parties are not covered by 
Ohio’s “sunshine” law which requires 
government agencies, with certain 
exceptions, to conduct their business in 
meetings open to the public. 
The State Democratic Committee 
has been conducting its meetings in 
the open for several years, but 
Republicans, under previous chair­ 
men, have preferred to do their 
bickering in private and then emerge 
in a show of solidarity for a reporters’ 
briefing. 
The doors swung open this week 
before the committee approved 
Barnes’ plan to “decentralize” the 
GOP in Ohio. He wants to give a 
greater voice to rural and small county 
“grass roots” elements which have 
been complaining about a “top heavy” 
power structure in Columbus. One 
committee member called it “our new 
look.” 
Andy Douglas of Toledo touched off a 
15-minute debate with a proposal for 
Barnes to name a committee to study 
Ohio’s school financing problems “to 
force the (Democratic) legislature to 
help us find solutions or help us 
remove them from office.” 
On a motion by John M. McElroy of 
Columbus, former top aide of Gov. 
James A. Rhodes, Douglas’ motion 
went to the already existing policy 


American W orkers1 
Pay Up 1.8 Percent 


WASHINGTON (AP) - American 
workers’ pay rose an average 1.8 
percent in the three months ending in 
September, keeping wage earners 
slightly ahead of inflation, the Labor 
Department reports. 
Meanwhile, 
the 
Commerce 
Department said that the govern­ 
ment’s economic barometer rose in 
October for the fourth straight month, 
indicating a gradually improving 
economy. 
Both departmental reports were 
released Wednesday. 
The Bureau of Labor Statistics said 
the increase in wages and salaries 
over the previous quarter compare 
with a I percent rise in consumer 
prices for the period, after seasonal 
adjustments. 
Overall, the Employment Cost Index 
showed that wages and salaries for 
non-farm employees rose by more 
than 7 percent for the year ending 
September. 
A Labor Department analyst said 
the Consumer Price Index, the 
government’s measure of inflation, 
rose 6.6 percent for the 12 months 
ending September, meaning wages 
outstripped inflation by 0.6 percent for 
the period. 
The 12-month figures show an 
average 7.8 percent pay rise for blue 
collar workers and a 6.6 percent rise 
for white collar employees. 
The Commerce Department said its 
index of leading indicators rose 0.7 
percent for the month, close to the 
average increase in the past three 
years.

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St. Peter's Lutheran Church Determ ined To Stay In N ew York 


NEW YORK (AP) - Smackdab in 
the middle of Manhattan, about the 
last place a church would consider 
locating these days, historic St. Peter’s 
Lutheran Church has reared a grand, 
new sanctuary amid the urban bustle. 
“For the glory of God and the good of 
the city’s people,” says the pastor, the 
Rev. Dr. Ralph E. Peterson. 
With a varied, colorful series of 
worship and celebrations this Sunday, 
topped off with an all-night “soul” 
session by 45 jazz musicians, the 
unusual, urban-oriented church has its 
opening dedication. 
Instead of “retreating in fear,” as 
many inner-city churches across 
America have done in the face of flight 
and blight, St. Peter’s determined to 
stay and “extend a blessing to the 
people of the city,” Peterson says. 
This meant, he adds, opening the 
church’s heart and doors “to artists, 
jazz musicians, street people and 
office workers, finding ways to be 
more human among the skyscrapers.” 


“The struggle for the survival of 
New York City is a struggle for the soul 
of America,” he says, adding that St. 
Peter’s seeks to mediate a “source of 
strength” in that struggle to “remold 
the ci'.y so that it is more like the city of 
God." 
In broadening its reach and work, 
the 117-year-old congregation took 
advantage of urban pressure for space 
in one of the most exceptional church 
real estate deals known in this country. 
It sold the site of its old, crumbling 
Gothic structure at busy Lexington 
Avenue and 54th St. for $9 million in 
1971 to the First National City Bank as 
part of the bank’s new blocksize 
Citicorp Center, but reserved the right 
to rebuild on the same comer. This 
was said to be the first such con­ 
dominium arrangement in the annals 
of American churches. 
On the old spot, under the wings of 
the new towering, 59-story commercial 
center, set on stilts above an open 
plaza, stands the new St. Peter’s, a $7- 


million, modernistic, granite cube, 
slashed on the sides for light, visually 
open to the city skyline. 
“A place of meaning in the heart of 


our great city,” says Peterson. “A new 
house for the Lord.”, 
Its multiple, no-steps entrances, 
from plaza, street and nearby subway,

lead into a comfortably appointed 
living room, adjacent to a 500-seat 
sanctuary of movable, terraced pews. 


The living room, intended for rest 
and relaxation, is a “special gift” to 
the city’s people, says Peterson. “New 
Yorkers need places in which to snooze 
and perch and pray, where candles 
burn and flowers grow. We need places 
for prayer and meditation and 
reflection.” 
Indicating the church’s widely 
diversified ministry, the new building 
also includes a 200-seat theater with 
production and dressing rooms, a 
music recital room, a children’s 
center, conference rooms, a baptismal 
font with flowing water, a jazz 
rehearsal room, acoustically treated 
to confine loud sounds. 
Sloping ramps are designed to ac­ 
commodate the handicapped. 
Like many inner-city churches, St. 
Peter’s was going downhill in 1966 
when Peterson first came there, its 


congregation shrunk from 1,000 to 
about 300, but its expanded, innovative 
program turned the trend around. 
Its regular congregation now is back 
up to 500, with various marginal 
“congregations” of artists, dialogue 
groups and others. It also hosts 
numerous lectures by noted scholars, 
theologians and others. 
A part of the Luthem Church in 
America, with its “catholic heritage, 
orthodox confession and pentecostal 
freedom,” Peterson says St. Peter’s 
both upholds and transcends that 
tradition in ways “strange to the eye 
and ear” and in which “no question is 
out of bounds.” 
“We love this city and have great 
faith in its future,” he says, adding 
that the city is part of God’s 
“redeemed creation, a holy place to be 
loved and celebrated. 
“Welcoming what might be strange, 
we 
celebrate 
the 
transformed 
meanings of our time and their 
promise of the kingdom to come.”

visit France Jan. 4-6 and include a trip 
to the Normandy landing beaches of 
World War II, the Elysee Palace 
presidential office announced today. 


Carter’s stop in France will be part 


of a postponed trip to Europe, India 
and the Middle East. The original trip, 
scheduled for Nov. 22-Dec. 2, was put 
off because the president said he had to 
stay in Washington during debate of 
his energy legislation. 


Further details of his plans for the 


French visit were not released by the 
Elysee Palace. 
An 
official 
itinerary 
for 
the 


rescheduled trip was to be announced 
later today in Washington. 
The visit to the Normandy beaches 


will take Carter to the point where 
Allied forces under the command of 


Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower landed in 
France on June 6, 1944. That date, 
known as D-Day, marked the begin­ 
ning of the successful Allied effort to- 
throw back Nazi forces who had oc­ 
cupied the European continent and 
bring an end to World War II. 


In New DeLhi the Indian govern­ 


ment announced Carter would come 
there Jan. 1-3. 
Accompanied by his wife, the 
president will leave Washington Dec. 
29 and visit in succession Poland, Iran, 
India, Saudi Arabia, France and 
Belgium, returning to the United 
States Jan. 7, a New Delhi spokesman 
said. 
The spokesman said India un­ 


derstands that Carter will visit Brazil, 
Venezuela and Nigeria, the three other 
countries on the original itinerary, 
around Easter.

The Citizens Radio Service (CB) 
came into being during 1958 when the 
Federal Communications Commission 
allocated a portion of the amateur 
radio 11-meter band for general public 
use. Interest in CB started off slow — 
most two-way communication being 
done by the long haul trucker. But it 
caught on. Now, nearly twenty years 
later there are over thirty million 
users of leisure two-way radio. No one 
knows for sure just how many CB’ers 
there are — but the FCC says there are 
two and one half participants for every 
CB license and there are over 12 
million licensees. 


Prior to the rapid growth of personal 
two-way radio, the Federal Com­ 
munications 
Commission 
had 
adequate staffing and funds to ad­ 
minister the needs of the public and to 
enforce federal regulations and control 
the airwaves. The sad fact is that the 
budgetary and personnel needs have 
not kept pace with the explosive 
growth of two-way radio. Even though 
the Commission’s budget has been 
increased somewhat — the amount 
was very small. Needed is a budget 
that is many times what it is today. 
Back in the CB boom years of 1970 to 
1976, the FCC collected $40 million in 
license application fees. Certainly 
more than adequate to fund these 
federal agencies needs. But that is all 
the FCC did .. . was collect it. The 
Commission, is required to turn all 
funds over that was collected to the 
general fund . . . the massive catch-all 
reserve that is used by the government 
to pay its bills. Your federal income 
tax goes to this same fund. 
In December of 1976, the Federal 
Court of Appeals delivered a decision 
which put the FCC in a very precarious 
position. The court pointed out that 
federal law limits fees collected to an 
amount that covers the cost of services 
involved. It ruled that the FCC was 
raking in huge quantities of money 
through CB license fees that far ex­ 
ceeded the cost of the CB licensing and 
enforcement program. The CB fee was 
$20 up until 1974 when it was dropped to 
$4. The FCC answered the court’s 
decision by dropping license fees 
altogether. They weren’t getting the 
funds anyway. Their budget is con­ 
trolled by the Bureau of the Budget. 
The Commission is now studying the 
licensing situation and is trying to 
determine a fair fee structure. The 
PTX might even have to refund a 
portion of every license fee collected 
over the years and they have said that 
the cost of refund will be greater than 
the refunds given. It hardly seems fair 
that the Commission would have to 
administer this refund when they 
never got the funds to begin with. .As 
far as the "system” is concerned, it 
amounts to a tax rebate. 
But the problem still persists — in 
fact, it is intensifying. The FCC doesn’t 
have the operating funds, personnel or, 
for that matter, the enforcement 
power (even if they had the necessary 
budget and manpower.) The Com­ 
mission is an administrative agency 


and with the exception of levying small 
fines, all enforcement must be ac­ 
complished in conjunction with the 
Justice Department. This should be 
changed. 
It seems intolerable that we, as 
radio-hobbvists, participate in a hobby 
that is completely regulated by strict 
government rules — yet these rules 
are essentially unenforced by this 
same government. The FCC does not 
have the capability to handle the 
program as the situation exists now. 
Existing Commission personnel are 
competent. . . but are bogged down in 
more bureaucratic red tape than 
imaginable . . . With an operating 
budget that needs to be many times 
multiplied. 
What is the answer? It seems to us 
that the radio-hobby should be paying 
it’s own way. A logical answer would 
be to reinstitute radio license fees with 
the rate set to include necessary 
services to the two-way radio using 
public. All collected funds should be 
retained by the Commission to fund 
their needs and not be assigned to the 
general fund which the Commission 
never receives. 
We agree with the Federal Courts 
that fees collected by government 
administrative agencies should cover 
the cost of services rendered to the 
licensee. If the FCC could retain a 
$10.00 license fee (or whatever the 
figure is that would provide the 
Conunission with adequate operating 
funds) we feel that they would have the 
funding to get the job done, lf the 
federal government requires that 
airline passengers pay additional 
funds for enforcement of security as 
part of their fare, why shouldn’t this 
same government require two-way 
radio users to pay for enforcement of 
the air-waves. We don’t see any dif­ 
ference. We need a change.

'Ice Fishing' 
Without Ice 


ByRONSCHAEFER 
Ohio Division of Wildlife 
Local panfishermen awaiting the ice 
fishing season can try the following 
method for harvesting large bluegills 
during the late fall months. 
Attach two tiny ice fishing jigs (size 
IO to 12 hooks) about a foot-and-a-half 
apart on the end of your line. 
Impale a waxworm onto each jig and 
fish the jigs as close to the bottom as 
possible using the smallest bobber that 
will float. 
Fish the deepest holes you can find, 
avoiding shorelines and shallow water. 
Remember that fish feed more 
delicately in cold water and the 
slightest motion of your bobber is 
normal when a fish takes the bait. 
Under this method, anglers have 
made consistent outstanding catches 
of large bluegills and redear sunfish 
and once the fish are located, you can 
enjoy the same fast-action as found in 
winter ice fishing. 
Farm ponds are 
particularly 
suitable for this type of fishing as the 
bluegills will normally be found tightly 
packed in the deepest portion of the 
pond.

It’s because several rock ’n’ roll 
stars from the ’50s and ’60s work in 
Nashville in behind-the-scenes jobs 
like publishing and arranging. 
There simply are so many music- 
industry jobs in Nashville—not only in 
country music — that the ex-rockers 
naturally gravitated here. 
One of them is Bill Justis, whose 
“Raunchy0 sold IO million copies 20 
years ago. He’s now an arranger. 
“I made a record and got lucky with 
it,” he said. “I went on the road for six 
months and found out I wasn’t a star. 
Like tobacco, I performed a service.” 
Echoing the opinion of several 
others, Justis said much of the rock 
music 20 years ago would be con­ 
sidered country today. “Pop is more 
sophisticated than it used to be,” he 
said. 
Jimmy Gilmer, whose group, The 
Fireballs, recorded “Sugar Shack” in 
1963 and “Bottle of Wine” in 1968, is 
general manager of United Artists’ 
music publishing group here. 
“Music of the late 1950s and ’60s is 
very similar to country music today,” 
he said. “That’s why a lot of us filtered 
here. 
“I left the band to go to California 
because I figured my best shot was 
there,” he said. “Nothing panned out. I 
called a friend who said to go to Nash­ 
ville. I said I didn’t know anything 
about country music. But I came and 
ran into people I knew and grew up 
with. 
Gary S. Paxton, now a producer and 
songwriter, recorded the million-seller 
“Alley Oop” with the Hollywood 
Argyles in 1960. 
And Jimmy Bowen, who had the big 


rock hit “I’m Stickin’ With You,” 
spends a lot of his time here producing 
and writing. 
Some ex-rockers are still going 
strong as Nashville-based performers. 
Conway Twitty switched from rock to 
become a country music star and the 
singing partner of Loretta Lynn. Carl 
Perkins, who cut the classic “Blue 
Suede Shoes” in 1956, is a member of 
Johnny Cash’s road show. Buzz Cason, 
who recorded the rock hit “Look for a 
Star” under the name Gary Miles, is a 
country singer-writer. And Roy 
Orbison, with hits like “Pretty 
Woman,” “Only The Lonely,” “I’m 
Crying” and “Running Scared,” is 
especially popular abroad.

(Q.) I understand that the President 
has signed into law an increase in 
education assistance for veterans 
attending school under the G.I. Bill. Is 
this true? 
(A.) It is true. The law was effective 
October 1, 1977. You need no action to 
receive the increase. If you have not 
received it, it will be in a future check. 
The new rate for a full time student 
with no dependents is $311.00. With one 
dependent, $370.00 and with two 
dependents $422.00 per month. 
(Q.) I do not have a birth certificate. 
Can sworn statements from people be 
used in substitute for a birth record? 
(A.) Yes. When the name, date, and 
place of birth is given for the child and 
also the names of both parents. Two or 
more people must submit this type of 
information. 
(Q.) If a veteran receives a lump 
sum payment (severence pay) can he 
qualify for V. A. compensation? 
(A .) Yes. If after the degree of 
disability has been established and the 
monthly payment has been set forth, 
the total number of checks added up, 
come up with the lump sum payments. 
After this figure is reached the veteran 
is then entitled to a monthly payment 
from the V. A. 
(Q.( If a woman was twice married 
and both of her deceased husbands 
were veterans, and her first husband 
was killed in action, which one will she 
draw from for V.A. benefits? 
(A .) The award that will pay the 
most will be offered to her. 
(Q.) When does the payment for a 
claim start? 
(A .) Generally it goes back to the 
date the claim was originally filed with 
the V.A. In cases where compensation 
is applied for within one year after 
discharge, and is granted, the 
payment will go back to the time of 
discharge. In the case of death pen­ 
sion, if filed within one year after 
death, payment will start from the 
date of death.

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County Board Examines 
Revenue Funds, SAT Scores 


At the Pickaway County Board of 
Education’s monthly meeting Thur­ 
sday, the date of Jan. 5 at I p.m. in the 
county superintendents office was set 
for the organizational meeting to elect 
officers for 1978. 
County Superintendent of Schools 
Edward J. Martin presented the board 
with a financial report outlining state 
expenditures in support of primary 
and secondary education from the 
general revenue fund. 
The report showed that for the 
biennum 1965-67 primary and secon­ 
dary education receive 42 percent of 
the general revenue fund expenditures 
by the state as compared to 31 percent 
in 1975-77. During the 1975-77 biennum 
public welfare recipients received 30.6 
percent from the general revenue fund 
expenditures. 
Although the percentage of ex­ 


penditures for primary and secondary 
education has increased, the actual 
amount of money for general operation 
of the schools has decreased due to 
state mandated programs such as 
reduced pupil-teacher ratio, severance 
pay for school employees, increased 
service personnel, unemployment 
compensation, etc. Inflationary costs 
and state mandates have placed added 
burdens on local districts to continue to 
operate. 
The board approved the purchase of 
insurance to cover the contents of the 
county office, the media center and 
bond for clerk-treasurer. 
Professional leave was granted for 
Mrs. Shirley Wylie, work-study 
coordinator, and the superintendent. 
Mrs. Bonnie Hildenbrand and 
Everett Beers, board members, gave 
an informal report to the board on 


their attendance at the OSBA state 
meeting held in Columbus Nov. 14-17. 


Superintendent Martin presented a 
graph prepared by the State Depart­ 
ment of Education showing scores 
made by students in Ohio on the 
American College Test for college 
bound students and the S.A.T. test 
which is commonly referred to as the 
College Entrance Exam. Contrary to 
recent publicity indicating low scores 
for college bound students, the 
average scores for students in Ohio 
have been consistently higher than the 
national average for the period 1970-77. 
Students on the average scored 30 
points higher than the national norm.

Kennedy Files Raise Questions 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The first 
batch of FBI files on the assassination 
of John F. Kennedy raises fresh 
questions but offers few answers about 
the movements of Lee Harvey Oswald 
in the autumn before the murder and 
about the source of the assassin’s 
bullets. 
The 597 pages of FBI memos show 
the agency kept a close watch on 
Oswald after his return to the United 
States from the Soviet Union in June 
1962. 
But the bureau apparently lost track 
of him for several weeks in September 
and October 1963. Kennedy was killed 
in Dallas on Nov. 22, 1963. 
The memos show that FBI officials 
at one point speculated that the bullets 
which killed Kennedy may have come 
from an ammunition order originally 
produced for the CIA. An FBI firearms 
expert later testified that this type of 
ammunition was readily available for 
public purchase. 
The FBI memos are the first of 
40,000 pages the agency will release 
Dec. 7 to comply with requests under 
the Freedom of Information Act for the 
records of its investigation of Ken­ 
nedy’s death. Another 40,000 pages will 
be made public later. 
The first batch was provided several 
months ago to a private researcher 
and obtained by The Associated Press 
on Thursday. 
According to the documents, the FBI 
first opened a file on Oswald after 
clipping news accounts of his an­ 
nouncement in Moscow in 1959 that he 
was defecting to the Soviet Union. 
When Oswald returned to this 
country with his Russian-bom wife

Man Charged 
O n Two Counts 


The Pickaway County Sheriff’s 
Office arrested an Orient man early 
this morning after he apparently 
barricaded himself in the bathroom of 
his home and refused to surrender to 
Sheriff’s Deputies.
